Several  months  ago  Street  Department  and  private  individuals  complained 
of  the  hazards  of  barricades  (guard  rail)  installed  at  the  corner  of 
Edsall  Avenue  and  Winch  Street.  A survey  was  performed  and  determined 
that  the  physical  location  of  the  street  was  encroaching  on  Lot  No.  42 
owned  by  James  and  Kenneth  Ernst.  A Street  Dedication  instrument  was 
prepared,  and  an  offer  of  $100  made  to  Mr.  Ernst  for  a 25’  x 25' 
triangular  corner  cut. 

A letter  response  from  Mr.  A.  Dale  Bloom,  attorney-at-law,  representing 
the  Ernst's  refusing  said  offer.  Mr.  Bloom  further  advised  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  negotiate  any  terms  of  consideration  for  this 
portion  of  right-of-way;  consequently,  condemnation  of  said  right-of- 
way  has  been  prepared  for  the  Board  to  execute.
